He had since seen a parcel of notes 
and their wrappers, and saw on the wrappers

HERE was a remarkably good display of 
i exhibits at the Christmas Fat Stock 
Show and Sale, which was held under 
the auspices of the Dublin. Cattle Sales- 
masters’ Association, in the Dublin Cattle 
Market yesterday. The entries totalled 960, 
as compared with 634 last year, and many of 
the exhibits showed first-class condition. Con- 
sequently the selection of the winners entailed 
a good deal of work on the part of the judges. 
A large proportion of the animals forward 
were not up to showyard level, and when 
these were offered for sale later it was not 
easy to dispose of them at anything more 
than current commercial prices. 
The supreme championship for the best 
beast in the single classes was won by Mr. 
Harry Franks with a polled heifer of fine type 
and quality, which also, won the Irish Banks’ 
Trophy for the best heifer, and first prize in 
the class for heifers, 104 cwt. and over. She 
scaled 11 cwt. 1 quarter, and was sold for 
£350. 

Mr. W. G. R. Tisdall’s polled heifer, scaling 
10 cwt. 1 quarter, which was reserve for the 
tanks’ Trophy, and also first in her class, 
was sold to Mr. D. Shaw, Lancashire, for 
£32 We. - 

To Mr. Joseph Brophy, Newbridge, County 
Kildare, fell the honour of the top price of the 
day for his early-maturing Hereford Cup- 
winning bullock, which scaled 10 cwt. 2 qr. 


21lb..and was sold for £50 to Mr. Burdikin, 
of Manehester. Miss May Kenny’s reserve 
Hereford Cup winner, a bullock’ with all its 


first teeth, weighing 10 cewt. 3 qr. 14lb., was 
sold for £22. For the bullock which won the 
lrish Aberdeen-Angus Association’s Trophy, 
Mrs. K. MeNally received £20 from Mr, J.

NO EXCUSE FOR. 
POOR MILK 


MINISTER INSISTS 
ON PURE ARTICLE 


and Drugs (Milk) Bill, 1934, in the 
Dail yesterday, 
me. AS ONOVAN (U.I., Cork, W.) 
moved an amendment the effect of which is 
to exempt from the penalties for selling milk 
‘* to the prejudice of purchasers ” purveyors 
who proved to the competent court that their 
cows were healthy, well fed, properly milked, 
and that the milk was sold without being 
tampered with. 
Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, said he could not accept the 
amendment, as the defence '' that it came 
straight from the cow’’ was one which pro- 
vided cover for fraudulent purveyors of milk. 
It was as well they should recognise the fact 
that adulterated milk was being sold for 
human consumption, and that would continue 
if the defence “ that it came straight from 
the cow” were permitted to save the pur- 
veyor from the provisions of the law. hen 
the public paid a reasonable price for their 
milk they expected to receive an article of 
definite purity and nutritive value. 


WEATHER CONDITIONS 


Mr. MecGILLIGAN (U.I., Nat. Univ.) 
said that courts up and down the country 
had given various decisions on this point. 
Was a man guilty of an offence if he could 
prove that, though the milk was deficient in 
standard, it had come direct from healthy 
cows, properly milked ?

~ IR VALENTINE R, GRACE, Bart., has 


sent the following letter to the President 
of the Banking Commission. 

Srr,—As I see in the newspapers that you 
and your Committee invite evidence from the 
public*in the hope of arriving at a happy 
soluton in solving the intricacies which, it 
is alleged, confront the Irish banks, and tend 
to engulf them in their lapping waves, I 
applaud the gesture; for it is one of humility, 
meekness and honour, and blessed are the 
meek for they shall possess the land, and 
those who mourn shall be comforted. 

“May I, therefore, cáis. a very large 
interest in the Bank of Ireland, offer my 
humble opinion: 

“These concerns have been faultlessly 
managed in the past, and have been the 
great rock which, in spite of vicissitudes, 
have maintained the country solvent and 
reasonably prosperous up to the present time. 

“For politicians to interfere with the 
management and try their own scheme of 
betterment is sheer lunacy, and courting 
disaster. They only hinder, because they are 
incapable of helping. ‘We often regret what 
we leave behind rather than rejoice at what 
we try to overtake’. applies fully to the 
present gesture. I complain, not unnaturally, 
at the imposition of corporation tax and note 
issue on the banks. It has tended to lessen 
very materially by its burdens and imposi- 
tions the value of the shares. i 

“In the particular stock in which I am 
interested (the Bank of Ireland), and in 
which the names. of trustees, Langley, 
Stapleton, Jameson and White, I am bene- 
ficiary to the extent of about £12,000 stock, 
I consider I have suffered severe reverses. 
The Royal Bank of Scotland is indeed not 
a trustee security, and before the impositions 
I mentioned was usually standing in stock 
value about the price of the Bank of Tre- 
land, paying the same dividend, and making 
the same profits, and with even less to re- 
serve in selling at 465, due to the advent of 
cheap money, and the ‘security of England 
behind its back. 

“The Irish Bank is only 293. 

“Now, each point movement, up or down, 
means £120 to me for better or worse, and 
if the Government had only let 1t move, as 
was its due, considering the value of money, 
I would be £20,000 the richer on the stock 
alone, instead of being mulcted to the tune 
of about £350 a yea” by the lessening of 
the dividerd due entirely to the burdens 
placed on the Corporation. ' 

“Now, the first duty of any Government 
is to govern judiciously, to guard the life, 
liberty and property of its subjects. On 
the first of these counts I shall not dwell, as 
they do not effect the present evidence, but, 
regarding property, I maintain that what a 
man makes should belong to him, and that 
to stifle industrious and diligent persons on 
the making of such profits is suicide to the 
State, and will have its repercussions later 
on. | 

““Persons of genius and successful men in 
business are always likely to be in a small 
minority, but, in order to have them at all, 
it is necessary to preserve the soil in which 
they grow. With every individual, and in 
every country, the ‘Golden Age’ is sup- 
posed to have been in the past, or to arrive 
in the future, but never in the present. 
Might this country, well and securely 
governed, have considered its golden age to 
have arrived now. It has no war debt, and 
it has been endowed with its own ruling by 
its own people. What do we find, how- 
ever’ Its taxes are higher, its cost of 
hving far larger than that of our neighbours, 
and its unemployment problem can hardly 
have reached its apex. 

‘*T consider it is the duty of you gentle- 
men to find a solution, and recommend it 
to our Government, but the living of the 
unsuccessful on the successful, thereby de- 
creasing the successful and increasing the un- 
successful, and living on a dwindling minority, 
is treading the road that leads to perdition 
and misery for all.

THE OXFORD GROUP 


MOVEMENT 


At the College Theological Society meeting 
on Monday, Senior Vice-President (the Rev. 
J. E. L. Oulton, D.D.) in the chair, Mr. C. 
C. Ellison read a paper entitled: “ The Oxford 
Groups and the Church,” which asserted that 
the Oxford Group Movement was a movement 
which no Christian could afford to ignore, 


religion and life, however, seemed to be far 
too simple. It presented an attractively 
biased view of the religious life, which—unless 
all the saints of the Christian Church were 
mistaken—was not quite such a cheerful affair 
as some groupers imagined it to be. Lack of 
theological foundations and vagueness of belief 
might rob the movement of permanence, 
Conduct depended upon belief, and, so long 
as belief was uncertain, practice would be 
unsound. The group might help the Church 
sé paca, into her life their fire and 
sea]. 

Mr. G. E. Camier said that it was pre- 
sumption on the part of the groupists to 
claim God's direct, guidance for even the most 
trivial acts. The idea of seeking God's guid- 
ance had been carried to an absurdity. ey 
should not criticise the movement for aiming 
at influential people; St. Patrick went straight 
to Tara. It was hard to condemn a society 
which ‘had admittedly done much valuable 
work, but they needed to guard against 
further division in the Christian Churches. 

The Hon. Librarian (Mr. W. H. Sythes 
(Mod.), B.A.) said that the Oxford Groups 
illustrated how the approach to religion had 
become ore rather than logical. 

Mr. J. E. George outlined the group 
methods, i.e.—American business and publi- 
city. He levelled four criticisms: (1) Unsound- 
ness of teaching; (2) a rather irreverent 
te, le at their meetings; (3) tendency to 
appeal only to better classes, and (4) inability 
to hold “converts.”” He traced the rise of 
these ‘‘ dubious organisations” to the fact 
that the Church was not doing its work 
properly.

SMALLER REVENUE FROM SUGAR 


—-s— 


Moving the second stage of the Imposition 
of Duties (Confirmation of Orders) (No. 2) 
Bill, 1934, Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for 
Finance, reminded the House that under 
the Emergency Lmposition of Duties Act, 
1932, Orders made ceased to have statutory 
effect within eight months of the making of 
the Order unless they had previously n 
confirmed by Act of the Oireachtas. The 
purpose of the present bill was to give per- 
manent statutory effect to the duties imposed 
by the various Orders enumerated in the 
schedule of the bill, a number of which would 
ceac> to have statutory effect on 28th 
February, 1955. 

The Minister said that one of the Orders 
was to end‘an abuse whereby home manu- 
facturers received a bounty on goods they 
exported, sold portions of their exports across 
the water, and then re-imported the balance 
free of duty because the goods are made here. 
It had not been done to any great extent, 
but it might develop. i : 

Referring to the Order under which Excise 
and Customs duties were imposed on r:r-gar, 
‘the Minister said that as a result of the

SPEECH ” 


The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE, replying, said that an explana- 
tory statement was issued with each new 
emergency duty. As to the amount of revenue 
likely to be secured from the duties, it was 
not possible to give precise figures, because 
in most cases information was not available 
as to the value of the imports in previous 
years, In so far as duties were designed to 
protect industry, the revenue obtained would 
be very slight. In fact, the operation of 
some duties would mean a reduction in 
revenue, as had been clearly explained by 
the Minister for Finance 3 

In dealing with the principle of the 
measure, he would like first to deal with 
the very unprincipled speech delivered by 
Deputy Dillon. That Deputy had commenced 
his speech by reading a number of extracts 
from speeches of the Minister for Finance 
and the President on the occasion of the 
passing into law of the Emergency Imposi- 
tion of Duties Bill, and had tried to hang 
on to those statements that the Government 
had secured the passage of that measure by 
fraud. The statement bore no such inter- 
pretation. and he was quite certain that 
Deputy Dillon had garbled these statements 
In accordance with his usual practice. 

Mr. DILLON—That is a very grave allega- 
tion. J purported to read the official report 
of this House, and I did so verbatim. It 
is now alleged against me that I garbled the 
official reports.

In 
the circumstances the duties were imposed, 
and the licences issued to those traders who 
were importing only their normal quantities. 

Referring to the letter produced by Deputy 
Dillon in the debate, the MINISTER said 
that precisely the same reply had been sent at 
that period to everyone who applied, whether 
they were supporters or opponerts of the 
Government. But Deputy Dillon was so recent 
a member of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party that he had little information about 
its previous history.

works in drama and literature produced in

These prizes were the Harmsworth Prize for 
the best literary work of the year (cheque for 
£100), Laitaid to Lord Dunsany for “ The 
Curse of the Wise Woman '”; the Casement 
Prize for the best drama of the past two 

rs (cheque for £50) to Mr. Brinsley Mac- 
Nomina for his play, “ Margaret Gillan ”’; 
and the O’Growney Prize for the best work in 
Gaelic to Mr. Muiris O Suiliabain for “Twenty 
Years a Growing.” 

Dr. W. B. Yeats, Vice-President, who pre- 
sided, said that it was the intention of the 
Council to place plaques on houses in various 

rts of Ireland where famous Irishmen had 
ived, and that later they would appeal for 
help to carry out this task. In the immediate 
present they had made arrangements for the 

iving of a series of lectures by Irish writers, 
the first of which had already been given by 
Mr. O Faolain. They had arranged the 
giving of awards to Irish writers.of distin- 
guished works. The giving of such awards 
was very important to Irish writers; for 
until now it had been the English Press which 
had been deciding the rank of Irishmen in 
English literature, and he thought that some- 
body in Ireland ought to help to create the 
standards of Irish literature. It was also im- 
portant that young writers should get money 
prizes, hen he was young he had been 
awarded the sum of £50 by a review called 
“The Academy,” and that sum at that time 
had been more to him than the Nobel Prize. 

Owing to the generosity of friends, the 
council had been enabled to make the awards 
which would be presented that evening. 
The Marquis MarDoondll. a distinguished 
New York Irishman, had been instrumental 
in the giving of the award called the Case- 
ment Prize, which would be given in alter- 
nate years for drama and poetry. 


THE SUPREME AWARD 


Some American friends had subscribed a 
fund, out of which would be instituted the 
supreme award of the Academy. This would 
be a medal to be awarded every three years 
for the best literary work, and would be 
given to authors irréspective of age or 
established reputation. In the case of the 
Harmsworth Prise, it had been decided in 
the future to reserve that award for young 
writers of unestablished reputation. — 

Continuing, Dr. Yeats said that in him 
lay the power of choice of artists who should 
make the medal which was to be the 
Academy’s supreme award. He at first had 
sought to have the medal designed by a great 
American sculptor, but the price had been 
too high. 
te Bas and I say it without the slightest 
apology, chose one of the most brilliant of 
the English sculptors, Maurice Lambert, and 
he has done an exceedingly beautiful piece 
of work, I make no apology for having 
got an Englishman to do this work, because 
the aim of the Academy is to uplift Irish 
cultural standards, and I feel that in the 
choice 1 have made I was essentially right.” 

The Marquess ot Donegall: said that he 
came there to express on behalf of Mr. 
Harmsworth and Mr. MacWorter their regret 
that they were unable to be present. [r. 
Harmsworth had read Lord Dunsany’s work 
and considered it a work of great charm and 
literary merit. 

Mr, F. R. Higgins described the terms 
and conditions of the Harmsworth literary 
award for 1933 won by Lord Dunsany. It 
was to be an award ot £100 each year for 
the best work ot imaginative prose written 
by an author of irigh birth or parentage. 
A reading committee of five Academicians, 
with Dr. W. B. Yeats as chairman, had been 
appointed to select three books to be sub 
mitted to a distinguished judge of litera- 
ture. Mr. John Masefield, the Poet Laureate, 
was chosen as, and accepted the position of, 
judge, and of Helen Waddell’s ‘‘ Peter 
Abelard,” Sean OFaolain’s ‘‘A Nest of 
Simple Folk,’’ and Lord Dunsany’s “The 
Curse of the Wise Woman,” Mr. Masefield’s 
award went to the last work. 

Mr. Higgins reviewed all the works con- 
sidered by the committee, and in conclusion 
said : ‘‘ We are glad that this first award of 
the Irish Academy of Letters should go to 
‘The Curse of the Wise Woman,’ : work 
which we believe is in the high procession of 
creative literature in Ireland.” 

Mr. Yeats, eb announced that Lord 
Dunsany had been elected a full member of 
the Academy, presented him with the award. 

Lord Dunsany thanked the generous donors 
and said that he was very grateful to the 
Academy both for the award and for their 
kindness in making him an Academician. 


THE DRAMATIC AWARD 


Mr. Lennox Robinsen introduced Mr. 
Brinsley MacNamara, winne. of the dramatic 
award. The final judgment was with Sir 
Barry Jackson, who had had no easy task. 
Mr. Robjnson said that in “ Margaret 
Gillan’’ Mr. MacNamaia had completely 
mastered his technique.

He said that this 
book was unique, It was a first fruit, and 
for that reason, as well as for its own quali- 
ties, they were delighted at its success. 

Having referred to the other Blasket 

Islander, Mr. Thomas O Crohan, as having 
dealt with a fasting world whose requiem had 
been boomed by the guns of 1916, he said 
that some books in modern Irish had been 
like wine casks from which the wine had 
gone, but Maurice O'Sullivan’s book was one 
in which the wine hegan to trickle back to 
the casks. In blessing these first few grapes 
he hoped they were blessing what was to 
become a fine vintage.

Skerries’ sewerage scheme, Which has been 
in successful operation for the past nine 
months, and which was carried out at a cost 
of £25,000, was formally handed over to the 
Dublin County Board of Health at a Juncheon 
given by the contractor, Mr. P. B. Mathews, 
in the Grand Hotel, Skerries, yesterday. The 
scheme necessitated six miles of drainage, 
with subterranean sewers from the main drain 
to Shennick Island, over a mile from the 
shure. Four miles of additional drainage 
have been laid down with a view to future 
building development. The scheme took 
seventeen months to construct, and gave con- 
tinuous employment to ninety-five local men 
during that period 

In handing over the scheme Mr. Mathews 
paid a tribute to the Dublin Board of Health 
for adopting it, and also spoke of the help 
he had received from the engineer who de- 
signed it (Mr. P. H. McCarthy), and the 
Board of Health engineer, Mr. F, P. Russell. 
Having also thanked Mr. P. J. Murpby, 
secretary, Board of Health, Mr. Mathews 
asked the Board of Health to put the new 
Town Planning Act into operation imme- 
diately. The town of Skerries was crying 
out for town-planning, and, if they got it, 
he believed that they would have a seaside 
resort second to none in Ireland. 

‘tthe Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne, 
T.D.) congratulated the contractor on the 
successtul manner in which he had done his 
work. When schemes such as that were 
adopted, some people objected because of the 
tost, but he had found that the ratepayers 
did not object if the money was wisely spent. 
This scheme, he believed, would prove a big 
asset to Skerries as a holiday resort, and the 
residents would be satisfied with the resuit.

SLIGO, Wednesday. 


When applications from all the Home 
Assistance Officers in County Sligo for 
extra remuneration on account of in- 
creased duties as a result of the free beef 
scheme came before the Board of Health, 
Mr. M. Gallagher, chairman, said this new 
work entailed more trouble on these 
officials than issuing the ordinary relief 
tickets. The people’s representatives were 
not in favour of the scheme, which was 
most demoralising and only encouraged 
men to walk around idle. ‘‘ I have it on 
the best authority,” he added, “ that 
farmers possessed of stock and land drew 
their various pounds of beef unblushingly 
as if they were as poor as Job.

The Saatois’ Choice 
As the date of the Saar plebiscite 
| approaches, the danger of serious disturb- 
ances seems to be diminishing. French 
and Germans alike have announced their 
intention to accept the result of the voting, 
whatever it may be; a more or less 


respect of the re-purchase of the Saar coal- 
mines. by Germany, and generally the 
‘temperature has been falling steadily in 
that part of the world. At Geneva yester- 
day an announcement was made by Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Britain’s Lord Privy Seal, 
which ought to bring about a still further 
improvement in the situation. 
| stated that, if the Council of the League 
of. Nations should decide that an inter- 
national force was necessary to maintain 
order in the Saar area, before, during, and 
after the plebiscite, His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment would be prepared to contribute men 
towards that force. He _ stipulated, 
naturally, that nothing could be done 
without the consent of both France and 
Germany. M. Laval, the French Foreign 
Minister, already has asked the League to 
resume responsibility for good order in the 
Saar, and yesterday the German Govern- 
ment approved of Mr, Eden’s suggestion. 
It: seems that the enrolment of an inter- 
national police force has been under con- 
sideration for some time past. Neither 
Frenchmen nor Germans will be included, 
and presumably British and Italian forces 
will form the backbone of the new body. 
Doubtless, certain elements in Great 
Britain will protest against Mr. Eden’s 
offer to participate, on the ground that all 
continental entanglements should be 
avoided ; but, after all, membership of the 
League of Nations entails very definite re- 
sponsibilities, and, in view of the terrible 
consequences that might follow any out- 
break in the Saar valley, the League’s 
duty is to do everything in its power to 
keep the peace. 

The danger of an ebullition in the Saar 
valley, if it exists at all, lies not in any 
possible attempt by the German Govern- 
ment to anticipate the result of the 
plebiscite, but in the possibility of private 
vendettas. During the last few years 
propaganda has been very busy in 
the Saar district. The population, 
which is overwhelmingly German, is 
almost entirely Catholic, and composed 
very largely of members of the working 
classes. Until the Nazis seized power in 
Germany there never was the least doubt 
of the result of the plebiscite: three years 
ago there would have been a vote of almost 
100 per cent. in favour of re-incorporation 
in the Reich. Since Herr Hitler began 
to put his ‘““‘totalitarian’’ theories into 
practice, however, things have changed 
considerably. In the first place, the 
Saarois, who have Socialist leanings, 
have been very much disturbed by the way 
in which the trade unions in Germany 
have been treated. They realise that, 
under the present régime in the Saar, 
they have many rights which will vanish 
under Nazi rule. They will lose the right 
of collective bargaining; their standard 
of living will be reduced, and they will 
be dragooned in such a way as to deprive 
them of every trace of personal liberty. 
As Catholics, they dread interference with 
their religious freedom. Their priests have 
been warning the people of the fate which 
awaits Catholicism under the Third Reich, 
and, if they had been given a free hand, 
they might have influenced the result of 
the plebiscite very seriously. The priests 
in the Saar valley, however, are under 
the orders of two Reich bishops—the 
Bishops of Trier and of Speyer, who have 
instructed them now to take no further 
part in politics. . Nevertheless, there is a 
strong resentment among the Saarois 
against the Nazis’ attitude towards their 
Church, and, if it had been possible to 
give them the choice of a continuance of 
the League of Nations administration for 
a definite number of years, there is little 
doubt that a very large number of voters 
would have taken it. 

In spite of these facts, however, nobody 
really believes that the plebiscite will 
result in anything but a decisive vote in 
favour of Germany. The Saarois are 
Germans to a man, and, when the test 
comes, patriotism probably will prove 
to be stronger than any other considera- 
tion. If there is a huge majority, alf 
will be well, and the international police 
probably will not be needed. If, on the 
other hand, there is a substantial minority 
in favour either of absorption into France 
or of a continuance of the League of 
Nations régime, trouble may be expected. 
The Nazis have been conducting a highly 
organised system of espionage in the Saar 
valley. Berlin knows precisely what has 
been happening there during the last two 
or three years, and the leaders of the so- 
called German Front have sworn vengeance 
against those unhappy persons who have 
been working against the Nazi Party.

The Free State is disinclined to look 
to other countries for guidance, but she 
would not do amiss to study the fortunes 
of South Africa. A new party was in- 
augurated there yesterday—a party formed 
by the fusion of two groups which until 
recently had been bitter enemies, divided 
by broad lines of race, and standing 
for diametrically opposed ideals. The 
Nationalist Party, under General Hertzog’s 
leadership, represented, roughly, the Boer 
element in South Africa. Its object was 
the destruction of British influence within 
the Union, the adoption of Afrikaans (a 
Dutch dialect) in place of English, and 
the establishment of a South African 
Republic, divorced from the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. General Smuts’s 
South African Party represented. the 
citizens who were British in language and 
sympathy ; it bore no ill-will to the spread 
of Afrikaans or the retention of Dutch 
culture, but it was firmly loyal to Britain, 
and would have nothing of separation 
from the Empire. These two parties, 
thanks to General Hertzog’s change of 
heart, are now made one, and with their 
fusion South Africa assumes, for the first 
time, the stature of a united nation. The 
deciding factor that made for peace 
between the warring elements has been 
the Statute of Westminster, which, as the 
Nationalists are compelled to admit, 
confers on their country the full right to 
secede from the British Commonwealth 
whenever it pleases. Such a right, they 
recognise, amounts to full sovereignty, 
and there is no reason why they should 
clamour for a technical republic which 
will lose the material advantages of 
membership of the Commonwealth, and 
will represent no increase of freedom. It 
appears, therefore, that the birth-pangs 
are over, and that South Africa has been 
born an united nation. If all goes well, 
racial bitterness will be at an end, anid 
Briton and Boer can devote their energies 
to the building up of a secure, prosperous 
and contented State. Why cannot a 
similar impulse of patriotism and 
common-sense come to the Free State's 
rulers? Our political problems are similar 
to those of South Africa; our parties are 
divided by similar lines; economically, 
we have the same things at stake. The 
Boer's distrust of the Briton is. no 
different from the so-called Gael’s distrust 
of the so-called Anglo-Irishman ; yet both 
Anglo-Irishman and Gael are elemental 
breeds of the nation, and without harmony 
and trust between the two a real nation 
cannot be born.

Furthermore, if these 
rancours within the twenty-six 
counties cannot be stilled, what hope is 
there of a united Ireland that will include 
the seceded North? President de Valera 
knows, like General Hertzog, that the 
Free State can withdraw from the British 
Commonwealth if she so desires, Let him 
either declare a Republic at once, or.

of his fellow-rebel in South Africa, and 
acknowledge that the Irish nation is as 
free within the Commonwealth as she could

** Political '' Police 


The proposed increase in the strength 
of the Special Branch of Scotland Yard 
has given rise to comment to-day, par- 
ticularly as it is stated that the increase 
is due to the necessity of dealing with 
subversive elements in the State. The 
Special Branch is a powerful organisation, 
and is the nearest parallel in Great 
Britain to the political police generally 
employed in Continental countries. Its 
duties fall into three main categories— 
detection of subversive and revolutionary 
plots, guarding ministers and _ dis- 
tinguished visitors, and keeping watch on 
the ports. Most members of the Cabinet 
and some of the, ex-ministers are accom- 
panied by an armed man of the Special 
Branch wherever they go, while there is 
always a man near the passport control 
at every British port. Owing to the great 
influx of foreigners into Great Britain 
of late it is quite possible that thé work 
has become too heavy for the present 
personnel of the Branch, 


Viewing the Presents 


The Duke and Duchess of Kent's 
wedding presents were on view yesterday 
at St. James’s Palace. The fees amounted 
to over £600, the number of visitors being 
over 2,500 at 5s. each. The hours of view 
are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. each day, with an 
extension to 6 p.m. on Fridays. On account 
of the great public interest, the presents 
may be open to inspection until the end 
of the year, or later. The fee of 5s. is 
limited to Tuesdays, and the charge on 
all other days is ls. The crowds to-day 
were as great as those of yesterday, and 
there is little doubt that a substantial sum 
will be collected. All the money is to be 
devoted te charities in which the Duke 
and Duchess are interested. 


Amalgamation of Unions 


A draft  onstitution for a proposed 
union of tw: ‘aillion transport workers is 
being laid beiore the trade union oganisa- 
tions by the National Union of Railway- 
men, which has been engaged in the 
promotion of the scheme for some years. 
A great effort was made two years ago to 
combine the interests of the three railway 
unions, but two unions objected, and the 
scheme fell through. It is pointed out by 
the N.U.R. that there are ten unions who 
are purely transport, eight partly trans- 
port, eighteen dealing with men employed 
on waterways, and nine craft unions with 
varying transport interests. The suggested 
scheme provides for the complete organisa- 
tion of all transport workers in the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State. To 
overcome the difficulty of amalgamating 
so many interests, it is proposed to form 
international group committees, with area 


or territorial sub-committees. 


Japanese Mission Returns 


Important members of the mission sent 
by the Federation of British Industries to 
Japan and Manchukuo arrived in London 
to-day. They were Lord Barnby, head of 
the mission, and Mr. Julian Piggott, who 
represented the steel industry. Particular 
interest will be attached to any report the 
mission may issue, in view of the fact 
that, since it left Manchukuo, a monopoly 
in oil has been created at the suggestion 
of Japan, in the face of protests from 
Great Britain and the United States. The 
mission was supposed to be of a private 
character, but it was much féted by public 
bodies in Japan, where there was an 
inclination to look upon it as one with an 
official character. 


Christmas Pantomimes 


Drury Lane is to return to pantomime 
this Christmas, and there is to be another 
pantomime at the Lyceum, so two of the 
principal London theatres with reputations 
for elaborate productions will have this 
form of entertainment.

This part of Donegal contains some of 
the richest Jand in Ireland, and has been 
in the families of the present occupiers 
for generations.

Certainly, he added, it would not 
fall in with the feelings of the people of 
Donegal. | 

On the other hand, the first memorial 
has the approval of most farmers in the 
area.

OUTLET RESTRICTED 


Until quite recently many of these 
farmers supplied the Derry market with 
butter and milk, but this outlet was 
restricted by legislation recently passed by 
the North of Ireland Government. Several 
of them came together and considered the 
proposal of petitioning the North of 
Ireland Government to allow their produce 
into the North of Ireland free of duty.

FARMERS HIT 


As an example of how the larger

Following the resignation of Dr. Furt- 
waengler yesterday, Dr. Kleiber, of the 
State Opera House, offered his resignation 
this morning, and Professor Knapperts- 
busch, conductor of the Munich Opera, 
followed suit this afternoon. 

In addition, it is strongly rumoured that 
Dr. Paul Hindemith, one of the most 
renowned of modern composers, has re- 
signed his post as Professor of the State 
Musical High School, and that the veteran 
composer and conductor, Dr. Strauss, has 
resigned his post as President of the 
Chamber of Music. 

The Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra is 
negotiating with Professor Clemens Kraus, 
of the Vienna State Opera, to take over 
Dr. Furtwaengler’s post. !

In the correspondence of the Dupont 
Company, introduced as evidence, it was 
said that Nobel, Ltd., could have brought 
pressure on the British Government to end 
the violation of the Treaty by the German 
manufacturers in 1926, but did not do so 
because of its German connection, 

Mr. K. Y. Casey, an official of the 
Dupont Company, frankly conceded that 
the munitions industry knew that Ger- 
many was re-arming. 


The Senate Committee produced a letter 


from Mr. W. M. Taylor, the Paris agent 
for Duponts, which declared that “ the 
English attempt to develop a European 
monopoly in military material is meeting 
with certain difficulties. In the first place, 
control is slowly passing into German 
hands, although all English munitions 
manufacturers are working together.”’ 


“CALL MR. HOOVER” 


Mr. Irenee Dupont, head of Dupont de 
Nemours, challenged the Commission to 
call Mr. Herbert Hoover, the former U.S. 
President, and others who might be able 
to give first-hand evidence as to whether 
the munitions industry interfered in the 
Geneva Arms Conference of 1925. 


Later Mr. Dupont heatedly accused the 


committee of building up a case against 
the munitions industry based on hearsay, 
while ignoring the evidence of those who 
could tell the facts. . : 

He again asked why the committee had 
not called Mr. Hoover, who was now a 
private citizen, to give evidence. ‘‘ The 
thesis ready by Senator Vandenberg,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ asserting that the munitions 
manufacturers control the Governments of 
France, Britain, and the United States, 
is built up on a series of letters which are 
a mixture of fact, gossip, rumours, and 
second-hand quotations. 

“If the committee really wants to find 
out whether the munitions manufacturers 
impeded the work of the Disarmament 
Conference the best way is to call the 
people who know.” 


FRANCE’S CONCERN 

The extent to which Germany’s arma. 
ments continue to increase will influence 
France’s solution of how to meet “the 
lean years,’’ said General Maurin, speak- 
ing before the Army Committee of the 
Chamber on the bill providing for an 
additional 800,000,000 francs for the army, 
says a Paris message. 

General Maurin said that since Marshal 
Pétain had summed up the situation in 
July Germany had increased her arma- 
ments to such an extent that further 
measures had to be considered if France 
was not to find herself in a position of 
inferiority.

RETURN OF TWO IRISH 


DELEGATES 


From Our CorRESPONDEN?. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

Representing the Irish Unemployed 
Workers’ Movement and the Irish Friends 
of the Soviet Union, Messrs. H. Leyland 
and D. Ritchie, both of Belfast, just re- 
turned from Russia, were met by a party 
at Hays Wharf this morning, after spend- 
ing the night on board the Alexis Rykov. 

The delegates had a six weeks’ tour, 
covering over 5,000 miles, and visiting 
Leningrad, Moscow, the Ukraine, 
Dnieproges, Stalingrad, Don Basin, the 
Northern Caucasus region and Kharkov. 
In the factories they met various Irish 
workers. 

Nine British delegates were included in 
the party, which was conducted this morn- 
ing to the London headquarters of the 
Friends of the Soviet Union.

THE PROGRAMME 


The Congress unanimously accepted the 


new party’s programme of action, provid-

The maintenance, with regard to the 
gold mining industry, of the policy of 
ensuring the utilisation of South Africa’s 
greatest assets for the longest possible 
period.

The fusion of the Nationalist Party 
and the South African Party will, it is 
hoped, put a virtual end to racial bitter- 
ness in South Africa. ' 

The Nationalist Party, founded and led 
by Géneral Hertzog, stood for the safe- 
guarding of the Afrikaan’s language and 
culture, and the independence of South 
Africa, and for theoretical republicanism. 
They drew most of their support from the 
Afrikaans-speaking section of the popula- 
tion. 

The South African Party, led by 
General Smuts, stood for membership of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations and 
cordial co-operation with other members of 
the Commonwealth. The party drew most 
of its support from the English-speaking 
population. 


RIGHT TO SECEDE 


The way had been paved for fusion by 
the Statute of Westminster, which was 
taken by Nationalists as conceding South 
Africa’s right to secede from the British 
Commonwealth. 

The South African Party made conces- 
sions on agritulture and the taxation of 
the gold-mining industry, while the 
Nationalists confirmed the existing rela- 
tionship between South Africa and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. Thus, 
Republicanism ceases to become a prac- 
tical issue in politics. 

The opposition to the United Party will

(1) The Malanite Party, composed of 
Nationalist irreconcilables, led by Dr.

COLLECTIVE ACTION 


The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—Perhaps, the most effective reply 
to Lord Cecil’s rather disingenuous ques- 
tion of yesterday afteanoon about the col- 
lective peace system was the statement 
made at the same hour in Geneva by Mr. 
Eden on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment. So far from reverting to pre-war 
methods, Great Britain expressed her 
readiness—on certain conditions which are 
clearly going to be accepted—to send 
troops to the Saar as part of an interna- 
tional police foree for the purpose of 
helping to maintain otder during the 
holding of the plebiscite in January. The 
conditions were that the Council of the 
League should itself invite the participation 
of its members in such an international 
force; that other countries besides Great 
Britain should contribute contingents, 
and that the troops should actually be in 
the territory before the plebiscite is held. 
Tt is further stipulated that both France 
and Germany should give their assent. 
which also appears to be assured already. 
The decision is courageous and important ; 
for it unequivocally involves this country, 
as a member of the League of Nations, in 
collective action in Western Europe. No 
doubt, it appears to reverse the attitude 
expounded by Sir John Simon in th» 
House of Commons on November 5, and 
by Lord Stanhope in the House of Lords 
on November 15; but in amy case the 
change is one of method rather than of 
principle, and it corresponds to a new 
and welcome change of attitude on the 
part of France.

GERMANY AGREES—FRANCE 
PLEASED 


The momentous statement of Mr. Eden 
before the Council has stirred Geneva 
more than any development of recent 
times, says Reuter. 

It has been welcomed with almost 
general enthusiasm, which bears testimony 
to the tremendous weight of British 
influence in the councils of Europe and 
the world. 

The background of this remarkable 
decision of the British Government re- 
quires a little explanation. France had 
been invested by the Council with the 
responsibility of restoring order in the 
Saar in certain eventualities. In the 
present state of Franco-German relations 
it was realised that this responsibility 
might lead to grave consequences, especi- 
ally as Germany contested the resolution 
of the Council of 1926, arguing that she 
had not been present when the decision 
was taken. 

It is understood that Baron Aloisi and 
the Committee of Three will at once occupy 
themselves with the question of the 
international force and with the question 
of securing Germany’s consent to this 
organisation. The idea is that it would be 
immediately constituted so as to take 
over its duties in the Saar, not only during 
the critical period of the plebiscite, but, 
what is considered to be much more 
dangerous, the period that will follow the 
plebiscite.

SIGH OF RELIEF IN FRANCE 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 


“ We are very, very pleased. It is a 
most excellent thing, and a striking 
example of European  collaboration,”’ 
Reuter was told this evening in well- 
informed quarters, where the events at 
Geneva are the one topic of conversation. 

The offer of an international police force 
to keep order in the Saar has been received 
here with a sigh of relief, for France felt 
that she was between the devil and the 
deep sea if disorders broke out. She 
could hardly countenance chaos, but, on 
the other hand, intervention would have 
been difficult and even dangerous. 

There are several grounds for the satis- 
faction which is so wholeheartedly ex- 
pressed here. 

First, it is felt that’ such a move is to 
treat the Saar problem as it really is— 
international, and not limited to France 
and Germany. 

Secondly, if the plebiscite goes in favour 


result, any intervention on the part of 
French troops would be very delicate and 
liable to misinterpretation. 

Thirdly, the offer of M. Laval, the 
Foreign Minister, that no French troops 
should be included in the international 
force has given France a practical manner 
of proving to the world that she is 
thoroughly disinterested. 

In view of Great Britain’s well-known 
policy of holding aloof from anything that 
might be regarded as European entangle- 
ments, the British offer is particularly 
appreciated as a most opportune contribu- 
tion to the authority of the League and 
the maintenance of European peace.

A DUTY ON THE COUNCIL 


‘There is a plain duty which rests upon 
the Council, through the Governing Com- 
mission, for the maintenance of order, 
and it is very important that this duty 
should be properly discharged in the 
interests both of the Council of the League 
and of good understanding between the 
nations most directly interested. 

““In these dificult and anxious matters 
there is one maxim the truth of which cannot 
be surely challenged—prevention is better 
than cure. It is, no doubt, true that there 
are forces available for use in emergency, 
not very far away; but that, in the 
opinion of His Majesty’s Government, 
would not be the best way to deal with 
the situation. 

“The right way is not to provide for 
the introduction of troops from outside 
after the emergency has arisen, but to see 
if if is possible now, with the authority 
of the Council and with the assent of 
France and Germany, to take steps which 
would prevent the possibility of such 
trouble arising. 


AN IMPARTIAL FORCE 


“ The way to do this would appear to be 
by means of the introduction into the 
Saar, on the responsibility of ihe Council 
as a whole before the plebiscite takes 
place, of an international force which 
should not include troops of either of the 
two parties concerned for the purpose of 
keeping order. 

“ H the Council of.the League decides, 
as a result of the information which has 
been laid before it, that it is desirable 
for an international force to be stationed 
in the Saar for the purpose of maintain- 
ing order in connection with the forth- 
coming plebiscite, and if Great Britain 
were invited to co-operate in this matter, 
then, provided other countries which are 
conveniently situated for this purpose 
were prepared to make contribution, and 
on the conditions that both France and 
Germany assented to this arrangement, we 
should also be prepared to supply a suit- 
able proportion of such an international 
force.

OVING a supplementary vote of 
M £765,000 in the Dail yesterday to 
make further provision for export 
bounties and subsidies, Dr. Ryan (Minister for 
‘Agriculture) said that the sum was necessary 
to cover Bounties on industrial and agricul- 
tural exports. Originally £75,000 was allocated 
for industrial exports bounties, and, while 
no change had taken place in the rate of the 
bounty the quantity exported had exceeded 
the estimate, and it was anticipated that an 
additional £25,000 would be required before 
March Sist next. There remained a sum of 
&7358,000 for bounties on agricultural exports. 
In consequence of the increase on the 
bounty on horses from 10 to 20 per cent., 
the allocation had to be increased by about 
£76.000. The increased rates on eggs, dairy 
produce and dead poultry would amount. to 
about £594,000, and, as a result of the various 
n the rates relating to bacon, ‘pigs, 
pig offals and pork, there would be an in- 
creas® of about £278,000, In regard to the 
latter group there would be a receipt against 
the bounty payments grising from the Excise 
duty of 10s. a cwt. on bacon of about 
£270,000. 

As soon as the Bacon Bill was introduced 
fluctuations as between the: home and export 
markets would be dealt with bw some form of 
stabilisation arrangement which would be con- 
trolled more by the trade. 


A BUDGET SPEECH 
Mr. DILLON (U.LP., Donegal)

If it was bad policy, then it was unforgiveable 
to be taxing the people of this corntry in 
order to:be selling goods to Englana.

——THE GTTAWA TALKS 

He asked what part did the Minister for 
Agriculture play in Ottawa when he attended 
bridge: parties at which there were no cards.

He had been asked 
what was the policy of the Government in

ENTERTAINMENT GRANTS 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S SALARY 
The MINISTER FOR FINANCE moved 
for a supplementary estimate_of £349 for the 
Department. óí External Affairs. The amount 
was made up of grants for entertainments 
of the Statistical Society and of the Celtic 
Congress during the year. Owing to the 
greatly tegretted death of the American 
Minister to ithe Free State it was decided 
to cancel the ‘State reception originally 1n- 
tended and to allow a grant to the Statistical 
Society .of Ireland to enable that body to 
provide entertainment for those members of 
the. society. who came to this country. The 
grant amounted to £62. The second item 
was “£287, Which was a grant to the Celtic 
Congress to defray, the portion of the expen- 
diture in taking the members of the Congress 
to places of historic interest. . 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.I.P., North Dublin) 
moved that the vote be referred back: He 
regarded this as a very serious matter. He 
thought that the effect of entertaining the 
Statistical Society and the Celtic Congress 
was to create an ween a ár which blinded 
the people to very vital facts affecting the 
national interests. 

He said that the giving of grants for the 
entertainment. of the International Institute 
of Statistics and the Celtic Congress resulted 
in blinding people to vital facts, The parade 
and pageantry made people thing & work was 
being done which was not being done. As 
to the Institute, the Statistics Department 
controlled by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce ‘was being choked and held up 
by him; vital statistics in regard to industry 
and even unemployment were being witt- 
held from the people. As to the Congress, 
in the only all-trish primary boys’ school in 
Dublin one teacher had the 82 boys whe 
comprised Standards 3 and 4, and one teacher 
alone taught the Standards 5, 6, 7 and 8. 
The Minister for Education was himself 
aware that the parents in the Irish-speaking 
districts were not sending their children to 
the schools with Irish to the extent to which 
they should send them. 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (U.L., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) said that it was well under- 
stood that the Governor-General’s salary was 
intended to provide for national hospitality 
such as this. Why should the Irish people 
be taxed to relieve the Governor-General of 
these expenses, which should come out of 
his salary? His legal salary was £10,000 
a year, and the tradition of ten years had 
established that the entertainment of this 
Institute and this Congress should have been 
provided by the Governor-General. 

They had been misinformed that the 
Governor-General received only ‘‘ £2,000, free 
of income tax,’ but the law gave him a 
salary of £10,000, and he could rightly claim 
from the Government, after his retirement, 
or at any time, any part of this sum he did 
not receive each year. 


A PREVIOUS VOTE 

Mr. DE VALERA, replying, said he could 
not consider that the entertainment men- 
tioned blinded people to realities. In 1925 
the former Administration gave a ‘grant for 
the entertainment of the Celtic Congress in 
this country. The present Government gave 
a grant for the same reasons, but they had 
recognised that, as the State did no€ directly 
expend the money in the hospitality,’it must 
be a grant-in-aid, which they must seek from 
the Dail. The incorrectness of doing it other- 
wise was not appreciated in 5, and the 
money was incorrettly paid out 6f the Enter- 
tainment Vote, Even if the present }ovurna- 
ment had -the advantage of a much targer 
Entertainment Vote, they would nevertieless 
have come to ask the Dail for this money. 
Deputy FitzGerald, who was fond of bring- 
ing forward new theories, had suggested that 
a git could be revoked, if it was found desir- 
able afterwards. The Governor-General had 
made a gift of £8,000 out of his £10,000. 
Mr. DESMOND FitzGERALD (interven. 
ing)—-If the Governor-General’s salary is 
legally £10,000, then the State claims from 
him income tax on £10,000, which xoud be 
something like £3,000.

GIFT TO THE TREASURY 

THE PRESIDENT continued that the Dail 
was not the place to deal with the details 
of such a matter as this, The fact was that 
the cost of the Governor-General’s depart- 
ment had been reduced to less than one-sixth 
of what it was.

That is net. I know the Revenue Commis- 
siomers’ devotion to duty sufficiently to know 
that whatever the law demands in relation 
to income tax is fully satisfied. Otherwise the 
arrangement would not be made.

N the Northern Parliament to-day, moving 
| a supplementary estimate for £186,000 for 
Unemployment Insurance, Mr. John F. 
Gordon,. Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister, for Labour, said that when the 
main estimate for this service was framed 
early this year the figures adopted were based 
on a rather more favourable expectation of 
the unemployment situation than events had 
proved to have been warranted. 

The rise in the insured population of 
Northern Ireland amounted to the consider- 
able figure of 5,000 over last year. 

The estimate was adopted. 

Mr. J. F. Gordon (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary) moved a supplementary estimate of 
£9,462 to cover the upkeep of the staff en- 
gaged on the new Unemployment ‘Assistance 
Service, 

Mr. J. Henderson read out the list of 
officials to be appointed for this Service, and 
said that a large number of these officials 
was to be housed at Stormont, and they 
would find after a while that there would be 
overcrowding there. The taxpayer of 
Northern Treland was being bled white, and 
the majority of these jobs were being filled 
by political hacks of the Government, who 
would do their bidding. 

Mr. J. F. Gordon said that none of these 
men were their political friends. They were 
merely civil servants transferred from other 
departments. 


“A DISGRACE” 


Mr. Henderson said that it was a disgrace 
that one of these civil servants was getting 
£600 compensation in respect of his transfer 
to the Unemployment Board. . 

Mr. Robert Crawford (U.) said that far 
too many officials were being appointed for 
this Service, and he thought that the Govern- 
ment was making a great mistake in refusing 
to ask people who had plenty of leisure 
to carry out these duties voluntarily. _ 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C, (Nationalist), 
said that the salaries did seem to err on the 
side of generosity, when they considered that 
Northern Ireland had an area less than that 
of one English county. i 

Mr.: J. M. Andrews, replying, said that 
the salaries were not excessive, in view of 
the experience of the officers concerned, 

Mr. J. J. McCarroll (Nationalist) said that 
he would like to see an effort made to find 
out what the figures for gp yey really 
were. The position there, as he saw it, was 
that their bill for outdoor relief had been 
doubled and the bill for ordinary charitable 
efforts in some cases trebled. 

The estimate was passed. 

A further vote of £107,000 in respect of an 
Exchequer contribution to the new service was 
also passed.

ISCOUNT BUCKMASTER, one of.the 
most distinguished of modern English 
orators and lawyers, died in London 

yesterday, aged seventy-three, At the begin- 
ning of this year he had a serious illness, 
and though he seemed to have: recovered 
somewhat in the summer months, his strength 
so failed that some two weeks ago he became 
critically ill, Members of his family were 
with him.at the end. | 

Stanley Owen Buckmaster, G.C.V.0,, K.G., 
first Viscount, of the name, was the third son 
of John Charles Buckmaster, of Ashleigh, 
Hampton Wick, and was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he was Junior Student, 
and afterwards Honorary Student. He was 
called" to the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1884, and.soon attained a leading place as 
Chancery lawyer. In 1906 he was returned 
to the House of Commons as Liberal member 
for Cambridge in the general election which 
witnessed also the return of Mr, Ramsa 
Macdonald and Mr. Philip (now Viscount) 
Snowden... He failed to hold the Cambridge 
seat in 1910, but in the following year was 
returned for the Keighley Division of York- 
shire. 

Lord - Buckmaster was Solicitor-General in 
1913, and from 1914 to 1915—the early days 
of its existence—was Director of the Press 
Bureau, In the latter year he succeeded Lord 
Haldane as. Lord Chancellor, an office that he

held until December, 1916, when the Asquith 


Lord Chancellor to hold office under the Coali- 
tion Government, and the last Liberal to sit 
upon the Woolsack. 

Lord Buckmaster’s career at the Bar was 
one of marked success. His place and quali- 
tie are admirably stated in the words of the 
late Earl of Birkenhead, who, writing of him, 
said in 1924: ‘‘ He was far the most success- 
ful practitioner of his day upon the Chancery 
side. Had Lord Buckmaster refused the 
Woolsack, it is as certain as anything can be 
that he would to-day be earning an income of 
£30,000 to £40,000 a year.” And, again; 
“His chief quality as a judge is to be found 
in his immense passion for the very spirit of 
justice, operating upon a technical mastery 

oth of the details and the principles of the 

law which has taught him with precision how 
far hardship in an individual case may be 
corrected without the greater mischief of 
violating an indispensable general rule. 


LATER CAREER 

Since the War Lord Buckmaster had been 

one of the principal Liberal orators in ‘the 
House of Lords. . In 1824 and 1929 he. acted 
as Chairman-of the Political Honours Review 
Comifittee, set-up after the question of the 
alleged “sale of political honours had been 
raised in the House of Commons. 
"Lord ‘Buckmaster’s later years were 
associated chiefly with his advocacy of reform 
éf the divorce law. He introduced into the 
House: of Lords the Matrimonial Causes Bill 
of 1920—the bill adopted by the Divorce 
Law Reform Union—and secured its passage 
thers, though it failed afterwards to pass 
through the House of Commons. . 

Strongly opposed to capital punishment, 
Lord Buckmaster gave evidence on the sub- 
ject before the Select Committee of the 
House of Commons. He was President of 
the Council for the Abolition of the Death 
Penalty, and, in an address to the Council, 
he once said :—' Even looked at materially, 
the death penalty fails in its purpose. [It 
does not stop murder in the least. A man 
does not commit murder after methodical 
calculation. He commits it because his en- 
vironment has not taught him to exercise 
control over his savage feelings. The only 
remedy is to make crime a matter of social 
reprehension. ’’ 

Lord Buckmaster pleaded earnestly for 
the safety of wild birds, and for his work 
in connection with the passing of the Pro- 
tection of Lapwings Act, 1928, and the Pro- 
tection of Wild Birds Act, 1933, he received 
the medal and certificate of the Royal 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. He was Chairman of the Govern- 
ing Body of the Imperial College of Science 
and Techuology. He was knighted in 1913, 
created Baron Buckmaster of Cheddington 
in 1915, and created Viscount in 1933. 

Lord Buckmaster married in 1889 Edith 
Augusta, daughter o. »pencer Robert Lewin, 
of Widford, Ware, and had issue one son 
and one daughter. His son. the Hon. Owen 
Stanley Buckmaster, succeeds to the title. 


LORD RIDDELL

NEWSPAPER OWNER AND 
JOURNALIST 


After some weeks’ illness resulting from 
a chill, Lord Riddell of Walton Heath, the 
well-known newspaper proprietor and jour- 
nalist, died mhobaas an at his Surrey home, 
aged sixty-nine. Born May 25, 1865, near 
Edinburgh, George Allardice Riddell, first 
Baron, was admitted a solicitor at the age 
of twenty-three, and for some years prac- 
tised in Cardiff and South Wales, 

Early in the nineties of the last: century 
Lord Riddell entered newspaper life, He 
soon was known as a rea writer, and 
abandoning the professio1 of solicitor de- 
voted himself whole-heartedly to journalism.

He had also been President of the Adver- 
tising Association. a, 

During the Great War Lord Riddell acted 
as liaison between the British Press and the 
various Government depattments, and was 
responsible for the breaking down of officia! 
prejudice which, at the beginning of the War, 
tried to treat news as a secret that could on 
no acedunt.be divulged to the Press. . He re- 
presented the British Press at the Peace Con- 
ference of 1919-22, and at the Washington 
Disarmament Conference in 1921, where he 
was described by Americans and Frenchmen 
as “the world’s cleverest Press agent.” 

Lord Riddell was one of Mr, Lloyd George's 
most intimate friends. When he: succeeded 
Viscount Burnham as President of the News- 
paper Press Fund it wasstated that the Fund 
would benefit to the extent of at least £3,500 
by his gift of the proceeds of the sale of two 
volumes of his War Diary. He was a generous 
donor to other charitahle appeals, showing 
active sympathy with hospital “work, 

Lord Riddell married Annie Mbolison, 
daughter of the late D. W. Allardice. There 
is no heir to the barony. 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald) yesterday said:—‘‘I am very sorry 
to hear of the death of Lord Riddell. I have 
known him for a good many years, under 
very varying circumstances. He was a good 
friend to many struggling journalists. He 
knew a fine piece of literature when he eame 
across it, He was a man who, in the best 
sense, never Jet his right hand know what his 
left hand was doing. His great kindness of 
heart was equalled by the volume of his 
generosity.”’ 


THE VERY REV. CANON J.

MAJOR-GENERAL J, E. WALLER 

Major-General John Edmund Waller, who 
died on December 4th, at his residence in 
Killiney, in his 94th year, had a long and 
distinguished service in frontier warfare. 
Born in 1841, he entered the Army -in 1859, 
vas. promoted’ captain in 1868 and major in

expedition of 1965-66, for which he was 
mentioned in déspatches; but it was not till 
twelve years later that the Afghan War 
of 1878-60 brought him further mentions and 
the brevet of Lieutenant-Colonel; in 1891 
he took further part in the Hazara and 
Miranzui Expeditions.

HILST the Commons to-day were 
W discussing in Committte the technical 
details of the Electricity Supply Bull 

the House of “Lords had a debate on the 
peace ballot. ! 
It was .initiated by Viscount Cecil, who 
wanted to know whether Mr. Baldwin was 
correctly reported as saying that a ‘collective 
peace system was impracticable in view of 
the fact that the Umted States was not a 
member of the League of Nations and that 
Germany and Japan had both retired from it. 
Did this, he asked, mean that it was the 
policy of the Government to abandon so 
much of the system of the League of Nations 
as was contained in Article lé of the 
Covenant and revert to the pre-war inter- 
national system’ He failed to understand 
why Mr. Baldwin attached so much 
importance to the action of the countries 
named. Our obligation under the Covenant 
was clear and complete. Unless there was 
to be colléctive action a very grave and 
grievous blow would be struck at the whole 
strucure of the League. Any reversion to 
the pre-war system would, sooner or later, 
end in another disastrous war. i | 
As to the peace or war questionnatre cir- 
culated by the League of Naticns Union, it 
was. he asserted. a great success. Attacks 
had been made on the peace ballot by a 
certain section of the Conservative: Party, 
and its promoters had been treated with the 
greatest unfairness and injustice. The ballot 
was intended to help towards the establish- 
ment of a peace conscience, and they believed 
it would be of the greatest help in educating 
the people of the country to sympathise with 
peace issues. If they could obtain a really 
imposing verdicv in favour of disarmament 
through the League of Nations Union by the 
people it would produce the greatest effect 
upon the international situation. . 

Earl Starhope (Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs) said that the noble lord had mis- 
interpreted Mr. Baldwin’s speech. So. far 
from having suggested the abolition of the 
collective peace system, the Lord President 
made it quite clear that he intended to sup- 
port it to the utmost of his power in company 
with every other member of the Goverum=nt. 
As to the peace ballot, his own objection to 
it was the way in which propaganda was 
being carried on in many parts of the country, 
Some of the questions asked were not such,as 
could be answered by a mere 'ves” or 
**no,”” and in this respect any result of the 
ballot was valueless. 

Lord Cecil withdrew a motion for papers, 
and the House rose at 6.22.

DEAD

Mr. Gwya Saunders Davies. Scourfield, well 
known for many years as a successful trainer, 
died on Tuesday at his home at Myrtle 
Grove, Patching, near Worthing. He was 69 
years of age. 

He had an rs wide experience 
of rie ag both under Jockey Club and 
National Hunt rules, and when he retired in 
1928 he had been a trainer for over forty 

ears. In his younger days he was one of 
the best of the amateur riders and rode two 
horses into fourth place in the Grand 
National—Prince Albert in 1897 and Bree- 
mount’s Pride in 1900. He won the Welsh 
Grand National on the famous ‘chaser, 
Cloister, and headed the winning jockeys 
list under National Hunt Rules on a number 
of occasions. 

He saddled O'Donovan Rossa, owned by 
the late Mr. Mortimer Singer, to win the 
Stewards’ Cup at Good in 1901 at the 
long odds of 66 to 1. At the time he was 
training at Miche! Grove wa Sussex, 
whence he moved from For the 
same owner he trained Rambling Katie to 
peo the Manchester Cup twice, in 


In the opinion of Mr, Davies-Scourfjeld 
the best horse he trained was William the 
Fourth, who ran third to King Edward's 
Minoru in the De of 1909. ave days 
later he won the (hi:

had not Sir Martin fallen across his path I 
feel sure William the Fourth would have won 
the Derby.’’
